EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

On line 9 of claim 19, please include the phrase -for securing the syringe to the 
front face of the injector- after "injector". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious an angiographic injection system 
comprising the structural limitations of the recited syringe and support device, especially 
wherein the central portion of the support device is flush with the inside surface of the 
cradle. The examiner is interpreting "flush" to only mean forming the same plane. This 
structural limitation allows the syringe to be detached from the injector in the manner 
recited in independent claim 19. The prior art devices can not be operated in this 
manner.
